High-grade Lincoln 
cents and Washington quarters make up the majority of collection, with glittering examples in both 
circulation strike and proof formats. Among the cents, highlights include a Superb Gem 1915, 

Ex: New Netherlands and Pittman, graded MS67 Red NGC. An equally Superb 1912 cent is Ex: 

Jack Lee, certified MS67 Red PCGS. We note 1913, 1914-S, 1917, 1920-S, and 1923-S cents 
that are all among the finest-known examples, all with Full Red designation. Likewise, the set of 
Washington quarters is headlined by many Gem or finer early dates with impressive surfaces and 
eye appeal. Both the cents and quarters include high-grade examples of major varieties within each 
series. More examples from this fine collection include some amazing, high-grade gold pieces in both 
Summer FUN and the upcoming ANA auction. 




THE RMW COLLECTION 

Silver dollars from the Seated, Trade, and Morgan dollar series headline this wide-ranging consignment 
ideal for the legions of silver dollar collectors. Proofs are at the forefront, with a fantastic run of Trade 
and Morgan dollars in proof format plus some key Seated dollar proofs. An 1883 Trade dollar 
in PR65 Cameo NGC has lovely peripheral color. Seated dollar enthusiasts must not miss the 
1859 PR64 PCGS example, vibrantly toned with bold mirrors and great eye appeal (in our 
opinion, possibly undergraded). A 1900 Morgan dollar in PR65 Cameo PCGS is seldom seen 
with any contrast, yet this Gem example earned the Cameo designation by PCGS. 


THE TERRY BRAND ESTATE, PART II 

Terry Sheldon Brand touched many with his enthusiasm for life and inimitable persona. He was generous 
and witty, an avid golfer, an indefatigable coin collector, and he lived life to the fullest. In numismatic 
circles, Terry was known as the one-time owner (in partnership with Iraj Sayah) of the King of Siam 
proof set that included a fabled "original" 1804 dollar. He is well remembered for accumulating 1844 
Seated dimes (a.k.a. Little Orphan Annie) and 1794 Flowing Hair half dollars. We are pleased to present 
additional selections from his estate - seven 1794 Flowing Hair half dollars in affordable collector grades 
- each a better Overton variety, including a very scarce Overton-103. 





THE RENO CACHE

A lovely cream-gray Oak Tree 
type coin. The obverse is nicely centered, and shows a complete 
legend and all of the outer beads. The reverse is misaligned toward 
10:30 but also has full legends, though the upper outer beads are off 
the flan. The A in ENGLAND is softly brought up, and the AT in 
MASATHVSETS is a bit weak, but the remainder of the strike is 
consistent. Satin luster is apparent across unmarked surfaces. Listed 
on page 40 of the 2018 Guide Book.

3002 1652 Pine Tree Threepence, No Pellets at Trunk, AU50 PCGS. 

A distinct 
die line beneath the M in MASSACHUSETTS identifies the late 
die state of this scarce piece. Slightly imperfect centering favors 
the right side of the obverse and left side of the reverse where 
the beading is well in from the edge of the planchet. ETS of the 
obverse is partially off the flan, and NG on the reverse is weakly 
defined. A lovely pewter-gray example with splashes olive and steel 
toning on each side.

Ex: Eric P. Newman 
Collection. 74.4 grains. This near-Gem Pine Tree shilling 
exhibits freshly-struck eye appeal across lustrous, silver surfaces 
that reveal pleasing iridescence. Shades of orange, peach, pastel 
green, and blue — slightly deeper at the upper obverse — add 
to the attractiveness. The tree is beautifully rendered, tall and 
graceful. 

Salmon’s well-stated description of this variety reads in part: 

“This is a new obverse die, and is not derived from prior 
varieties. It is often referred to as the ‘Tall Tree’ variety. 
The tree is beautifully and realistically rendered with a 
narrow tapering trunk arising from a ground line that 
appears to consist entirely of roots which abundantly fill 
the foreground. There are eight branches per side, arranged 
asymmetrically with none paired across midline.” 

The planchet is irregularly shaped with an up-and-down rocker 
press wave and with clips present, primarily at left and right. 
Portions of the legends are absent as a result, with W ENGLAND 
affected on the obverse, while the reverse is impacted at the upper 
portions of VSETS and the I of IN. The letters near 12 o’clock on 
the obverse exhibit only minor distortion resulting from the rocker 
press effects. 

Recut from the reverse die used for the Salmon 5-Di variety, 
this reverse displays reworking of the 6 and 5 of the date, along 
with other more subtle changes. This variety is also known for a 
bold diagonal die break extending through the center, as clearly 
evidenced by this piece. N in ENGLAND is reversed. A truly 
splendid specimen, Pine Tree shilling will make an outstanding 
addition to an advanced collection.

3004 Undated New Yorke Token, Brass, W-1705, R.6 — Scratches 
— NGC Details. Fine. Ex: Donald G. Partrick Collection. 34.9 
grains. 72% copper, 26% zinc (known as alpha brass). This 
patinated example exhibits rich chocolate-brown surfaces with 
peripheral weakness. Myriad scratches are mostly blended with 
the surrounding surface. Approximately 20 examples are known in 
this composition. At least one example is known struck in lead or 
pewter. Most of the few surviving examples are substantially worn, 
having circulated for a long period of time. The New Yorke tokens, 
or patterns as they are sometimes labeled, were likely minted in 
England and probably circulated there. We have handled a total of 
just five different examples of this important issue over the past two 
decades.

Smooth Olive Surfaces 



3005 1793 C-3, B-3, R.3, VF35 PCGS. All 1793 C-3 half cents are 
from a single state of the dies with a perfect obverse die and light 
die rust below TES on the reverse. Four varieties of 1793 half 
cents were married during the summer and fall of the year. The 
first copper coins, in fact, the first coinage issued for circulation at 
the Philadelphia Mint, included the Chain cents, Wreath cents, 
half cents, and Liberty Cap cents, produced in roughly that order 
from February through September 1793. This lovely 1793 half 
cent exhibits a few scattered dents and scrapes on its smooth olive- 
brown surfaces with excellent eye appeal.

This reddish olive'brown example exhibits myriad surface 
marks and trivial rim bumps, with tooling marks at the left side 
of the reverse. However, it is still a pleasing and highly important 
example of the historic coinage.

Demand is always 
high for this rare Guide Booh overdate, which brings significant 
premiums in all grades and conditions. 

The present coin is an impressive Choice AU specimen, with 
just a touch of wear on the well-detailed design elements. The light 
brown surfaces are lightly abraded and the diagnostic die break on 
the rim is plainly evident.

Legion today are the advanced 
collectors who began their numismatic careers with the lowly 
Lincoln cent. Writing on PCGS’ CoinFacts website, Ron Guth’s 
experience is typical of many: 

“I have fond memories of going to the bank as a kid, 
purchasing rolls of cents, and culling out all the ‘Wheat 
Backs’ (as we called them back then). Although I never 
found a 1909-S VDB, a 1914-D, or a 1922 ‘Plain’, I found 
just about everything else. It was my first experience with 
coins and one I’ll never forget.” 

The 1909-S VDB was, of course, the prize of the bunch — but, 
fortunately, it was saved in quantities unseen in later keys such 
as the 1914-D or 1922 Plain. This is an especially well-preserved 
example. The surfaces retain all their original bright red mint luster. 
A few microscopic specks of carbon can be seen with a magnifier, 
but we see no abrasions on this immaculate S-VDB.

For the Philadelphia 
Mint issues, however, those finest collections can feature the 
occasional MS67 Red or even MS68 Red coin. Numismatists 
outside the knowledgeable Lincoln cent cadres, when shown 
such pieces, will marvel that such outstanding quality can survive 
essentially unchanged over decades. 

This remarkable Superb Gem Red coin will certainly 
inspire such admiration, offering as it does impeccable surface 
preservation over almond-tan surfaces that cede to cherry-red 
near the rims on the upper obverse and lower reverse. The strike 
is equally impeccable, with frosty luster and a near-total absence of 
abrasions (save for a single visible tick on the reverse below the P 
of PLURIBUS) rounding out this noteworthy package. Population:

Saint-Gaudens would go on to produce 
the George Washington Centennial medal, the obverse of the 
1893 Columbian Exposition medal (his reverse was rejected and 
replaced with a Barber design), and Theodore Roosevelt’s inaugural 
medal. Undoubtedly his most famous numismatic endeavor is the 
widely acclaimed MCMVII High Relief double eagle. This example 
has bright, sparkling, yellow-gold surfaces whose satiny luster is 
interrupted by the small, grade-limiting abrasions scattered across 
each side.

His design, revered 
today for its aesthetic sensibility, was then dismissed as immoral 
and inappropriate. This was not the last time Saint-Gaudens 
encountered resistance to one of his numismatic projects. His High 
Relief double eagle faced fierce objection from Chief Engraver 
Charles Barber, the same man he clashed with in 1893. Barber 
thought the relief of the master sculptor’s twenty dollar gold piece 
too high for mass production. In this case, Barber was correct and 
only 12,367 High Relief twenties were struck late in 1907 before he 
lowered the design for circulation.

Many 
Americans of the late 19th and early 20th century considered 
their regular circulating coinage distinctly uninspired and had felt 
that way for quite some time. By the end of the Seated Liberty 
period, which lasted more than 50 years, the public eagerly awaited 
something new and exciting. What they got was the Barber coinage 
of 1892. While the design was certainly new, it was not exactly a 
shining example of American artistry and sculptural prowess. The 
coins were described as “devoid of merit,” and “no improvement 
whatever on the old coins” in Harpers Weekly (November 21, 1891). 
Not until late in 1907 did the American public have a new coin 
they could be proud of: Saint-Gaudens’ High Relief double eagle. 
Unfortunately, Charles Barber, with whom Saint-Gaudens and a 
long-standing and contested relationship, reduced the relief of the 
large gold coins after 12,367 pieces were struck. This coin is among 
an elite group that remain true to Saint-Gaudens’ original vision. 

As might be expected, this delightful Choice specimen exhibits 
sharply detailed central design elements in bold sculptural relief. A 
thin wire rim, or fin, is present around the edge of the coin, caused 
by metal that was extruded through the narrow gap between the 
die and collar when this coin was struck (about 75% of High Relief 
double eagles show this feature).

“He introduced in 1829 the alloy called German silver, and 
was the first to call attention of the U.S. government to 
the availability and desirability of nickel for small coins. 

In 1837 he issued, by permission of the U.S. government, 
a large quantity of one-cent pieces in nickel, and in 1864 
he had struck off a number of three-cent pieces in the same 
metal, but they were not put into circulation.” 

The 1864 emission was limited, and few survive today. One of 
those is the present Select Mint State piece that exhibits delicate 
champagne toning on the light gray surfaces.

These important silver tokens deserve their rightful place as 
contemporary silver tokens of the Confederacy as they were known 
as early as 1862. These diminutive pieces were the creation of 
Alfred Oliver Hazard Perry Sehorn (1818-1879) of Murfreesboro, 
Tennessee. The obverse features a flag with 14 stars, the phrase A 
UNITED SOUTH above, and the date 1861 below. The reverse 
depicts a cotton plant and 15 stars. 

Authors DeWitt and Sullivan suggest the early Civil War era 
production: “Undoubtedly it was struck in the early days of the 
Confederacy when its leaders hoped to bring no less than fifteen 
states into the Confederacy under a cotton economy.” 

Only about eight to 12 examples are known, and nearly all are 
holed as here and in the next lot. The Ford (lot 332) example that 
we sold in January, and the Partrick piece that we sold in January 
2015, are the only two we know of without holes. This piece is 
nicely detailed, exhibiting slate-gray surfaces and trivial marks. The 
design motifs are sharper than usually encountered.

The reverse depicts the Heraldic 
Eagle from the Great Seal, with AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
BICENTENNIAL and WE THE PEOPLE. 

This extraordinary yellow-gold medal weighs 7,131.36 grains, 
and exhibits fully mirrored fields and satin devices. The weight is 
equivalent to 14.86 troy ounces, and we assume the medal is 90% 
gold.

If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the Auctioneer 
may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low estimate). 
In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer reserves 
the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason 
and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion.
